While some crushers continue to quote 58c 
for well settled linseed oil, the regular quota- 
tions are 56@57c, but 55c would be accepted for 
new oilina largefway for prompt delivery. 
Business is reported better than this time last 
year, the volume of trade being very satisac- 
tory. Asmall lot of western which has been 
on this market for some time is jobbing at 55c. 

No material change is to be noted in crude 
cottonseed oil. Values and demand are in the 
game position as when we last wrote, but more 
export inquiry is to be noted. Crude and re- 
fined are being directed apparently by the same 
influence, and the variations in each are the 
same, with only a difference of ten cents. The 
transactions this week amounted to 600 bbis on 
private terms, but said to be at 30c. A large 
portion of the stock was for export, and repre- 
sented to be prime oil. The view of buyers are 
based on 29@30c for round lots net cash ex- 
store, and for smaller lots 3lc would be 
paid to satisfy pressing wants. Sellers 
are quoting thirty-four cents for choice grades, 
but a bid would influence them to part with 
stocks at less figures. Holders expect to realize 
the latter price in 50 bbl lots. We havea sale 
made on Thursday at Memphis of 4,000 bbis 
prime crude at 25c in tanks, which is equal to 
28@284c in tbls. According te the course of 
the market here for some time, this would 
place values at 31@31}¢c for round lots. No 
interest is taken in tank bottoms or soap stock. 
An occasional inquiry is made, but noexpressed 
demand. 

The gradual growth of a firmer feeling is 
perceptible in the market for refined cotton- 
seed oils. Trade has been confined to small 
lots asa rule, but the aggregate business will 
reach 1,000 bbls since last issue, on a basis of 40c 
for prime and 41@42c for choice grades, part of 
which was for export. These figures represent 
three or four different qualities and brands. 
What one dealer would consider choice oil, 
another would call prime, and vice versa. A 
holder offers what he claims to be choice 
oil at 40c, but the claim is disputed 
by others and on this point values 
seem to hinge. Prime is also offering in 50 bbl 
lots at 40c, but a question has also been raised 
as to its prime qualities, according to the rules 
of the Produce Exchange. Grades of oil over 
which there can be no question are held within 
the range of 41@42c; we hear of jobbing sales 
at 42i4¢c. There seems to be a determination to 
push up values. Sellers are not making free 
offerings, but quietly awaiting advances trom 
buyers. The Southern markets ‘are reported 
dull and unchanged.

A better demaud is reported for lard oil, the 
low prices prevailing having stimulated trade. 
We hear of sales of 400 bbis prime city for ex- 
port at 57c. The regular quotations to-day are 
57@58c. City pressers are inclined to favor low 
values if business is improved thereby. There 
is little or no call for the lower grades. 





There is no improvement to note in the re- 
fined sperm oil trade. Business continues 
light and values are unchanged. There have 
been no important transactions for weeks. 
The sperm oil market in other cities and in 
London is reported in the same lifeless condi- 
tion. 

Refined whale oil is in very slow demand in a 
jobbing way at easy figures. The market may 
be quoted nominal in the absence of any busi- 
ness, 

The market for crude menhaden oil seems to 
be steady at 33c for prime light grades and 32c 
for ordinary, but the wide difference in quality 
of recent offerings have made prices irregular. 
Since last writing there have been arrivals of 
about 500 bbls which changed hands on the 
basis of 33c; this is above the views of export- 
ers and they are at present out of the market, 
During the week 3,200 gallons were exported at 
a fraction above 3lc. Values were stimulated 
by late sales at factories to Eastern parties. 
The wants of the home trade are rather light. 
The quality of the oil coming to this market is 
represented to be more of the second grade, 
although termed prime. Sellers to arrive are 
quoting 33}¢c, but buyers’ views are not above 
38¢ 


Cod oil is quoted at 42i¥c in Boston, but hold- 
ers here continue to name 48@50c. The first 
named figure is said to be for what is termed 
shore oil. 

There is some trade in neatsfoot oil for ex- 
port, 1,450 gallons having been shipped this 
week valued at $600. This is the lowest price 
reported during the season, even for the lowest 
grade and shows that some parties are anxious 
to realize ou stock.

If trade is languishing, there is one feature 
which seems to give satisfaction. Collections 
are generally reported good by those who credit 
on 30, 60 and 90 days with interest. Net cash or 
ten days with the usual discount are the most 
favorite terms dictated by sellers, and most of 

he business is conducted on this basis. When 
goods are sold cheap noaccommodationsare al- 
lowed, not even a discount and some manufac- 
turers have adopted this cash policy, with an 
unfavorable result however. Very few buyers 
are ready to pay cash and we hear of re- 
fusal of large orders on 9% days. Job- 
bers report southern customers slow in 
closing accounts, but on the whole, col- 
lections are generally said to be as good as for- 
mer seasons. Some houses became very close 
in their terms after the financial trouble, and 
thus far all demands have been met. Paraffine 
oils have not been disturbed lately by any out- 
side movements. The usual quotations are de- 
manded and received, and we hear of no at- 
tempt to cut priees, except in jobbers’ sche- 
dules. The summer grade of 25 gravity is 
changing hands at 12@13c, and certain brands 
of winter make at 13@13}c, with sales reported 
of 600 bbls of the former and 35 bbls of the 
latter; also 100 bbis of 28 gravity at 22c and 300 
bbis of 28 gravity at 9@9}¢c. The figures above 
given are the inside figures for the grades men- 
tioned, and so far as we can learn they are 
being adhered to. 

Manufacturers of neutral bloomless oils are 
showing more desire to dispose of their stocks, 
which are rapidly accumulating. Business in 
this branch of the mineral oil trade continues 
extremely dull, and the market still favors buy- 
ers. Some refiners decline to quote their goods, 
preferring to receive bids. No round lots of 
good grades are moving. More inquiry is to be 
noted for wool stock and good prices are being 
realized for stock in some hands, as recent sales 
would denote. We have sales of 200 bbis of 32% 
gravity at 164¢c. Trade in other grades has been 
confined to small lots. 

A slightly better demand is to be noted for 
cylinder stocks. Since last issue there have 
been sales of 350 bbls light filtered stock at 22c; 
150 bbls ditto 565 degree at 19c; 100 bbis 600

Mr. Henry had 
been a ‘bear’ for some time, and he was short 
about 700,000 barrels of oil. He had kept it well 
margined up, and his losses therefore are not 
great. The differences on contracts for 200,000 
barrels were settled privately, and 500,000 bar- 
rels were closed out under therule. Mr. Henry 
was formerly of the firm of Henry Brothers & 
Warfield, The intelligence that he was carry- 
ing such alarge quantity of oil was a surprise 
to most of the other members of the Exchange. 
Allen Ledow’s failure was also announced in 
the National Exchange. His habilities are 
quite small,and but 15,000 barrels of oil were 
closed out under the rule for his account. Mr. 
Ledow was, until the suspension of the firm, 
the Stock Exchange member of Hagen & 
Billing. 





PETROLEUM MARKET. 


FRIDAY EVENING, July 18, 1884. 

There has been an air of almost general 
steadiness in the crude certificate circles since 
our Wednesday’s full review. Of course there 
have been periods of reaction, but they have 
been entirely of the character of those incident 
to speculative circles. Considerable hubbub has 
been aroused over the Hays, Anchor, Kerwin, 
Hoffman and Grace wells, and without doubt 
they have exerted considerable influence. On 
Wednesday the Anchor well made 215 bbls in 
the first two hours, and the Kirwin,after it was 
drilled into sand, made 168 bbls in fifteen hours. 
The Grace well made 208 bbie in fourteen hours, 
and the Hoffman, on lot No. 461, of which great 
things were expected, turned out to be a small 
affair, only averaging about 50 bblsaday. The 
Anchor spouted yesterday, and made 70 bbls an 
hour, and the Porcupine at one time 
ran up to 70 bbls an hour, but the speed could 
not be maintained. The Hays and Gartlan well 
wasshot and its production increased to 40 
bbls an hour. Late in the day Grace No 2 
struck sand and in the first twenty-two min- 
utes made 62 bbis. 

This is a summary of the well news and in the 
main it is of a bearish character and yet owing 
to the largely oversold condition of the market 
the “bull” screws have been applied with con- 
siderable evid of 

On Wednesday there were many traders at the 
Petroleum Exchanges who looked for a reac- 
tion from Tuesday’s strength, after the elimi- 
nation of so large a “short’’ interest as was 
caused by the advance. But after an early 
feverishness, in which prices ranged from 62% 
to 6314 to 6244c, the market steadily advanced 
to 645g4c. The carrying rates, however, indi- 
cated that there still was a large demand for 
certificates, for borrowing. Near the close 
there was a trifling reaction from the best 
prices of the day, but the final tone was steady 
at 64144@643¢c. Sales on the two Exchanges, 
14,188,000 bbls. 

Yesterday in spite of considerable fluctua- 
tion the speculation showed an undertone of 
strength throughout. The news from the oil 
regions was a mixture of encouraging and de- 
pressing advices regarding the different new 
wells. Judging from the course of prices,how- 
ever, the traders after weighing the dispatches, 
must have decided that on the whole they war- 
ranted no great discouragement. Early in the 
day there were sales at 6334c, and then a 
steady advance to 655¢c took place, with the 
final figures showing a slight reaction to 644@ 
65c. Sales on the two boards, 17,636,000 bbls. 

To-day the free flowing of Grace No.2 and 
that of Grandin No. 27 acted as a wet blanket 
upon the market. There was a hastened effort 
to unload and the “shorts” quickly covered. 
The opening figures were 65c and the lowest 
633¢c, with the final at 6314@¢334c. Sales on the 
two exchanges 13,610,000 bbls. Average daily 
runs the 16th inst.

In refined a much better business has been 
reported due entirely to the fact that stocks on 
the continent have been reduced and owing te 
the advanced list of quotations there.
